Professor P. A. Buxton, C.M.G., F.R.S., President, in the Chair.

The Secretary read the Report of the Council, which was adopted on the 
proposal of Mr. R. B. Benson. 

The Treasurer read his Annual Report, and this, with the accounts for the year 
ending 3lst December, 1954, was adopted on the proposal of Lt.-Col. W. B. L 
Manley, seconded by Dr. W. D. Hincks. 

The President commented on the state of the Society as reflected in these 
reports and showed a graph of the increase in the Fellowship since 1920.
